Gaston Rahier won the first 125 GP 
moto in Poland on June 5, then led the 
second until two laps from the finish 
when he registered a DNF. Rond took 
the overall with a 2-1 score; Kudiakov 
second (3-2); Churavy third (4-3); and 
Rahier fourth with 1-DNF scores. 


The 125 World Championship point 
totals including the Polish round 
have Rahier first with 114 points 
followed by: Rond (89; Churavy 
(51); and Massont (51). 


Heikki Mikkola (Yam) won the June 12 
500cc Motocross Grand Prix in Italy. 
Mikkola won the first moto, followed 
by Gerrit Wolsink (Suz), Herbert 
Schmitz (Mai) and Roger DeCoster 
(Suz).

Jimmy Weinert, contesting the 125cc 
series this year, started strong, holding 
down second place in the final laps of 
the opening moto, but did not finish.

ORVs on private land 


A small group of concerned lawyers, 
law students, and dirt bike enthusiasts 
have agreed to join with me in a “test- 
case” challenge to the constitutionality 
and judicial interpretation of Calif. 
Penal Code Section 602(m), the 



















































portion of the State anti-trespassing 
legislation dealing with ORV operation 
on private lands without permission. 

The statute itself has never been 
authoritatively construed by any 
appellate or higher court of this state 
as to the burden of proof resting upon 
the State to establish the “knowledge 
of closure” and “permission to use” 
elements of the offense. In other 
words, what duty is placed upon the 
landowner to inform the public that 
the land is in fact not open to the 
general public; and what sort of long- 
term tolerance of acts upon the land is 
sufficient as a matter of law to 
establish an implied permissive use, 
absent express notice to the contrary? 

Constitutionally, the statute may be 
attacked as void on its face for 
vagueness, a violation of the 
Constitution's 14th Amendment right 
of due process, in that a person may be 
deprived of liberty or property (i.e., 
fined) without ever having means to 
know what conduct is forbidden under 
what circumstances. 

More practically, appellate court 
construction of the standard of care of 
landowners and the circumstances of 
implied permissive use might well 
make mandatory dismissal of citations 
based on fact situations not meeting 
the base criteria — that is, citations 
for riding on otherwise unfenced or 
unposted lands, on roads and trails 
established by years of previous use — 
the situation accounting for the 
majority of these citations, and 
precisely including the test cases 
involving riding on previously open 
suburban land in southern Orange 
County, near the City of Laguna 
Beach. 

Naturally enough, though the 
research and trial preparation time 
will be contributed freely, costs will be 
incurred. We would like to contact 
concerned individuals or groups that 
might contribute a bit of time or cash 
to the effort. In particular, we would 
appreciate hearing from any other 
attorneys or private persons who have. 
contested these citations in a trial 
court, and their results, win or lose.

t the beginning of the 1974 Grand 

Prix season, Roger DeCoster faced 

an unprecedented task. He was 

aiming for his fourth consecutive 
500cc Motocross World Championship. 
The third one had come narrowly, re- 
minding everyone how hard it is to win even one 
World Championship in racing. There are just a 
few seasons in a lifetime, maybe only one, when 
the combination of rider, machinery, experience, 
and luck come together in that magic 
combination that is so difficult to construct and so 
easy to lose. 

The theme for that '74 season was set from the 
beginning: at the first race in the little Austrian 
village of Sittendorf the new RN Suzuki broke. 
That first time, it was a cracked cylinder head on 
an unproven engine. There were, at least, new 
factory bikes for this season. It was clear by the 
middle of the 1974 campaign that the previously 
superior Suzukis were being equalled and 
surpassed by other makes of motocross machines 
ridden by other riders hungry for glory. Some of 
Suzuki's research and development money was 
finally diverted from the road race shop into the 
motocrossers when it got to the point that some of 
the 250 class riders wouldn't even compete on the 
bikes in 1973 Grands Prix. Roger pressed on that 
season with the machinery available, honored his 
contract and avoided bad-mouthing the bikes 
even though he wasn't always delighted, either. 

But the new works machines weren't available 
over the winter, so in the critical pre-season 
training and international motocrosses in Belgium 
and Holland, Roger had been racing an old '73 
model RN Suzuki. Or, at least he'd been trying to 
race it. The bike kept breaking. That had two 
undesirable side-effects besides the growing DNF 
list. DeCoster was not getting into shape 
physically, since he was not finishing most of the 
motos, and he was losing even more confidence in 
the machinery. There is always that little 
aggravation in a racer's mind that moderates the 
throttle hand when he knows, or even suspects, 
that the bike isn't set up right or that it's likely to

break under him. It was in Roger's mind and that 
further sapped his confidence and the 
accompanying ability to push to the edge. 

Nothing was coming together right that season. 
In an omen that had the ring of self-fulfilling 
prophecy, Heikki Mikkola (who had already been 
identified as the major contender for the world 
title, at DeCosters expense) won the Belgian 
Easter Trophy, a feat which is usually Roger 
DeCoster's accomplishment and certainly the most 
important motocross weekend in Europe. Roger 
crashed when he was rammed by an uncontrolled 
Bultaco in the first moto of the races and was 
injured. It wasn't encouraging. 

At Sittendorf for the first GP of the season, 
there were still reverberations from the snowstorm 
and riders' strike of the previous year. But instead 
of snow, April of 74 was warm, clear — even hot. 
The hillsides got uncharacteristically dry and 
dusty during practice. The rumors and attitudes 
that had been building for months became set in 
their respective patterns at the first GP — while 
still remaining sensitive to the shifts in popularity 
and opinion that condition motorsport 
competition. It is, at base, a very personal contest. 

DeCoster was reputed to be in poor physical and 
mental condition with unproven machinery. 
Mikkola, a fierce Finn who in any other century 
would have been a warrior rather than a racer, 
was supposed to be in top physical condition, 
riding a thoroughly reliable Husqvarna, and have 
that extra edge of hunger for the championship 
that Roger had held for three years. Besides, the 
gossip went, Mikkola was younger. (That is true, 
but only by one year.) Then there was the spoiler, 
a sentimental favorite who allowed many 
preferring to think of themselves as coldly rational 
to induge in sentiment: Adolf Weil. At 36, the 
oldest rider contesting Grand Prix motocross and 
one of the best. The West German Maico factory 
had switched Adolf back into the 500cc class 
which they considered to be easy pickings for the 
quick, crafty German after Bauer's very near miss 
ona Maico in 1973. 

When all the speculation and idle chatter were 
over, the reality did seem to fit everyone's

preconceived pattern. Roger's bike had the 
cylinder head crack in the first moto of the 
Austrian GP. To compound the failure, it wasn't 
noticed until it was too late to get a new engine in 
the bike and still make the start of the second 
heat. DeCoster started the race late, then worked 
up to sixth only to have a flat tire, which dropped 
him back out of the points-paying positions. 
Heikki Mikkola won the Grand Prix by passing 
Adolf Weil on the last lap. 

Unfortunately, the mechanical pattern and, too 
often, the exact parts and players were to be 
repeated through that season. Roger was at the 
point of a very serious crises de morale. Mikkola 
continued to dominate the early season until 
finally, at the Italian Grand Prix, Roger first led 
and, later that day, won a moto. But even as he 
grabbed the holeshot and started running away 
with the first moto of that GP, he could tell 
something was wrong with the engine. Only a lap 
later, the Suzuki rattled to its death and seized. A 
piston ring had broken and snagged in the 
cylinder ports. That kind of breakage is an 
imponderable but there's a strong possibility it 
could have been a mechanic's error in re-ringing 
the piston for that race. 

As the season wore on, it became clear that the 
battle was drawn between Heikki Mikkola and 
Roger DeCoster. No other rider really figured in 
this title chase. Said Roger later, “That was part 
of the problem. There was no other rider to win, 
to take the points away from Heikki, if I broke or 
had some other trouble. So when I would break 
down, he would automatically win. Gerrit was 
supposed to be of some help but it seems he raced 
against me as much as all the other riders.” 

And Roger did break. A broken shock absorber 
shaft while leading the English GP; a wheel that 
started (and nearly completed) coming apart 
while fighting for the lead of the U.S. GP; an 
exhaust pipe mount that snapped off and took the 
pipe with it while leading in Denmark; and, 
finally dismally, a broken connecting rod in that 
last Grand Prix in Luxembourg. Roger was also 
leading when that happened. It was his last 
chance to retain the World Championship? 





DeCoster still had. a chance at the last GP to 
pull out a championship. despite the early season 
dominance of Mikkola on the Husqvarna. Because 
when Roger hadn't been breaking in motos, he 
had usually been winning them, particularly past 
` the mid-season mark as he came into his full 

powers of fitness and concentration. Slowly, he 
had been creeping up on Mikkola’s seemingly 
unassailable points lead. Winning the Dutch and 
Belgian Grands Prix back to back had helped 
everything a lot, including Roger's morale. He 
had fought back into serious contention against 
the predictions of many, some of whom just 
wanted to see somebody besides DeCoster carrying 
the #1 plate in the 500cc class. 

So it came down to the final Grand Prix and the 
remaining mathematical posibility for Roger to 

‘take another World Championship. The 
conditions were not especially easy. He had to win 
_ a moto and Mikkola could finish no higher than 
third. Both the antagonists were confident. Roger 
knew he could win on the Ettelbruck circuit but 
who would displace Heikki from second place? 

DeCoster fought to the front of the pack after 

' one lap of the first moto and then, started going 
away. With half the timed 40 minutes of the heat 
already gone, he had a 15 second lead. Then came 
the explosive crack of the separating con rod in 
the Suzuki's engine. Heikki Mikkola was 1974 
World Champion. 

Roger had brought a case of champagne to 
Luxembourg with him. He carried it over to the 
Husqvarna pits. "I was going to drink it one way 
or another: celebrating victory or drowning 
defeat. One time, I think it was Sylvain [Geboers] 
who had brought some champagne to the last GP 
when he was very close in the fight for the 250 
Championship with Joel. When Joel won, Sylvain 
went home without opening the champagne. I 
didn’t want to do that.” 

Remarkably, then and later, Roger didn’t seem 
that bitter in defeat. Even those who knew him 
well didn't know what to expect since he'd never 
lost the World Championship, after holding it, 
before. His attitude seemed to be that he'd given it 
his best effort; that second in World 
Championship standings was better than anything 
else — except first. 

"After the season, I would have been happier 
winning of course, but it was better to lose it that 
way — right up to the last moto — than to keep 
beating myself or getting beaten consistently by 
Heikki. 

"Belgium won the Trophee des Nations [for 
250cc motocross machines] with me scoring well 
for the team. Then, we had a disaster at the 
Motocross des Nations [for 500cc bikes]. Jaak had 
a bad crash in the first heat and I broke a chain. 
They wouldn't let me start the second heat 
because Belgium didn't have enough guys to make 
a full team in the first moto." (Under the rules for 
these events, three riders from each country must 
finish each heat.) 

So what Roger DeCoster was left with at the end 
of the 1974 Grand Prix season was second place by 
six points, five DNFs while leading GP motos, a 
derailed chain at the Motocross des Nations 
(which he had won the previous two years), and 
works Suzuki that he finally had sorted out so it 
was one of the top GP bikes in the world, 
something it hadn't been at the beginning of the 
season. And contract talks were coming up with 
Suzuki. 

There was only one thing left for him to do: win

the American Trans-AMA series. It was one thing 
he had never done before. In fact, his post- Grand 
Prix performances in previous Trans-AMA series 
had been decidedly lackluster compared to his GP 
racing. He had never won more than two events in 
the series before — mostly because he had never 
really tried to. 

"It is very improtant for me to win the series this 
year," Roger stated grimly. So he did. He won the 
first race in Canada which didn't pay. points 
toward the overall title and he won the next one in 
New York, which did. Then he relentlessly began 
to build up a points lead with a sixth in Ohio, a 
pair of wins in Georgia and Texas, and a second in 
Washington state. He wrapped up the series with 
a convincing second moto win in the hills near 
Livermore, California some two months after the 
opening round. That runaway ride to the 
checkered flag, which he would repeat more for 
form's sake than anything but pride one week later 
at Saddleback Park, gave him the overall series 
win and a secure, visible title for 1974: Trans- 
AMA Champion. It doesn't have quite the same 
solid ring as "World Champion" but it did give 
him some leverage for bargaining with the Suzuki 
brass. It was, Roger said smiling over celebratory 
cake and win some days later, "better than 
nothing." When he said it, his face was split by the 
wry grin which said, it’s a Jot better than nothing. 

Heikki Mikkola, the man who had wrested the 
World Championship away from DeCoster, made 
a token appearance in that series to satisfy the 
American Husqvarna distributors and then 
returned to Finland to nurse the ankle he had first 
injured in the Dutch Grand Prix and bask in the 
glow of his first championship. He wouldn't have 
won the Trans-AMA series even if he'd raced all the 
events. He didn't need the title any more than 
DeCoster had in previous years when he had been 
World Champion. But in 1974, DeCoster needed 
something. With total determination, he went 
after it and got it. 

Foremost among DeCoster's adversaries for the 
Trans-AMA title was Suzuki teammate, Gerrit 
Wolsink, who was virtually recovered from his 
serious crash in the Belgian Grand Prix. Wolsink 
was crushingly consistent in the top five — a good 
way to win a long series but, at the end, finished 
second to DeCoster. Roger also beat his 1973 
nemesis from the Grand Prix circuit, German 
Willi Bauer, who was now, ironically, also riding 
for Suzuki. By the end of the series, the duel had 
resolved itself once again into a two-man affair. 
This time, between Roger and Adolf Weil. But in 
that final moto at Saddleback, DeCoster just 
disappeared from the rest of the pack. He got so 
far out in front it was difficult to tell he was even 
in the same moto. It was a good way to end in 
December what had started so dismally back in 
February. Roger DeCoster finished his 1974 
season by showing everybody how to lead and win 
a long, rough 45-minute moto. It was the icing on 
a cake he'd spent months making for himself, 
months sometimes filled with trials, errors, and 
disappointment. 

The public address system at the California 
track kept asking for DeCoster to come to the 
victory podium for the trophy presentation. Roger 
grabbed his mini-bike and found his beautiful 
wife, Laurie, among the crowd. Together they 
putted up the start hill, where an hour before 
Roger had led the charge of 40 Open class 
motocrossers. It was all over. е

Mikkola marches 
on to victory in 
Germany

BIELSTEIN, W. GERMANY, JUNE 5 

With a 1-2 score, Heikki 
Mikkola and his Heikki Penttila 
tuned factory Yamaha 
tightened his grip on the '77 
World Championship with 27 
points, bringing this year’s total 
for 10 races to 130. Gerrit Wol- 
sink was the second leg winner 


after a thrilling duel with Mikkola and 
Roger DeCoster, but a poor sixth 
in the first race put him third overall 
for the day behind Suzuki teammate 
DeCoster. Roger managed to stay in 
contact with Heikki for the title chase 
with 22 points bringing Roger's total 
to 101. 

The “Bielstein Waldkurs,” east of 
Cologne, is 1860 hilly meters of hard, 
rocky, extremely slippery terrain with 
two sections crossing short amounts of 
paved road, many steep uphills, off 
camber dips and dives snaking around 
a grassy hillside. 

Cool, cloudy weather threatening 
rain greeted the riders on Sunday 
morning. 20,000 spectators decked out 
in rain gear and umbrellas were ready 
for the fifth round of the 500cc World 
Championship with many fans from 
Holland, Belgium and England. 
There were quite a few American fans 
from the nearby bases in West Ger- 
many. England had only John Banks 
and Bob Wright of the CCM team to 
cheer on as Vic Allan is still sidelined 
with his back injury suffered in 
Finland. Graham Noyce, fifth in the 
title chase, is out of action with torn 
ligaments on the inside of his right

knee as the result of smashing into a 
tree at an International 500 in 
Belgium the Sunday before. His leg is 
in a cast and he may have to give Italy 
a miss as well. He will be back in 
Belgium to see a doctor in Mol this 
week. 

Mikkola came to West Germany 
24 points ahead of Roger 
DeCoster. After the last three Grands 
Prix in deep, heavy sand where Heikki 
had walked away with five out. of the 
six races, (being robbed of a perfect 
score by Brad Lackey's win in the first 
race in Sweden), every one was saying 
that Roger's superiority on the hard, 
slippery technical circuits would give 
him the win in West Germany. 

Sunday morning in early free 
training Roger was clocked fastest; 
Heikki was taking it easy, saving him- 
self and machine for the official timed 
practice at 10:30. Heikki's strategy 
proved right. He went out and set 
fastest qualifying time with Roger 
second and Bengt Aberg third, flying 
the four-stroke Yamaha, despite a 
heavy cold. 

The starting gate, a clock-triggered 
hydraulic solid metal unit slammed 
down with a crash at 1:30 with Fritz 
Kobele getting to the first corner first, 
but Mikkola rocketed into the woods 
after him and passed him after two 
corners with DeCoster and Aberg in 
hot chase. 

Lackey, who lined up far to the right 
on the outside when everybody had 
filled in from the left, was llth 
after one lap behind Mikkola the 
leader, DeCoster, Aberg, Yvan v.d. 
Broeck, Fritz Kobele, Frank Svendson, 
Wolsink, Andersson, Bauer and 
Alberto Angiolini. 

Herbert Schmitz moved his factory 
Maico up through the pack from a 
poor start and passed Brad on the 
third lap with Gerrit quickly picking 
up his pace moving up to fifth on the 
same lap. On the next lap Gerrit 
passed Svendson for fourth place. 

Heikki, Roger and Bengt had pulled 
away from the rest of the field with 
Heikki out ahead alone and Roger and 
Bengt dueling in a close race for

second. Aberg managed to shoot past 
DeCoster on the inside on a snaky off- 
camber on the back part of the course 
Roger got him back on the next cor- 
ner. Roger held Bengt off, even 
though the reigning World Champion 
stalled his engine in a full-lock braking 
turn. 

On the fifth lap, Brad stuck his foot 
out, and a big rock smashed his big 
left toe. He felt sure it had broken. On 
lap six, he moved in behind Bauer and 
passed him and started to set his sights 
on Schmitz. Van Velthoven moved up 
to eighth place behind Brad, and the 
Schmitz-Lackey-Van Velthoven san- 
dwich started a fantastic skirmish. 
Lackey passed Schmitz on lap 11 
and took Svendson for fifth place 
behind Gerrit. Brad then caught and 
passed Gerrit. Wolsink crashed and 
was overtaken by Schmitz and Van 
Velthoven.Four laps from the finish 
Brad crashed andsmashed his right 
hand on the hard ground ripping his 
glove apart. 

“I was afraid to look at my hand, I 
thought my little finger was torn off. 
It was like riding on marbles and the 
bike shot out from under me,” Brad 
said. He lost two places as the minutes 
ticked away, but both Brad and Gerrit 
got by Jaak whenihe slipped wide on a 
corner. Lackey overtook Wolsink and 
then caught right up to Schmitz on the

that the promoters have 
to turn away European racers? A race 
in the new country that attracts more 
interest than the races held in Europe, 
the homeland of motocross? 

It may seem hard to believe, but 
that's exactly the case with the United 
States Grand Prix, co-sponsored this 
year by Hang Ten and Bel Ray 
Lubricants. As in years past, promoter 
Gavin Trippe of Trippe, Cox 
Associates made his pilgrimage to 
Europe to sign the fastest riders 
competing in the battle for the 500cc 
Motocross World Championship. But 
this year, Trippe had to weed out 
scores of vacation-seeking riders before 
signing the 14 absolute best World 
Championship riders in Europe. 

It wasn't always so. 4 

500cc World Championship 
Motocross events are held in 12 
countries, including the U.S. round in 
Carlsbad. The 1973 Hang-Ten Grand 
Prix was the first-ever points-paying 
World Championship Motocross held 
in the United States. At that time 
motocross was almost unknown in 
America. 

Now, motocross is virtually a 
household word, and the Carlsbad 
race is very popular. In 1976, 33% of 
all television sets turned on during the 
airing of the ABC Wide World of 
Sports coverage of the U.S. GP were 
tuned in to the race. 

The Hang-Ten GP has become an 
extravaganza. Hollywood hype-types 
are seen in the pits, TV cameras roam 
all over the place — it reminds one of 
the football Super Bowl. 

This year will be no different — 
only bigger. Olympic Gold Medalist 
Bruce Jenner will do the color 
commentary for ABC. After breaking 
his leg on a motocrosser earlier this 
month, Jenner should know something 
about the skill required to pilot a race 
bike.

Traditionally the U.S. Grand Prix 
has paid the richest purses in the 
Championship Series. Posted in hard 
cash this year (not including 
contingencies) is over $38,000. Places 
are paid in the International Class 
down to 20th and through 12th in the 
Support Class. Last year Gerrit 
Wolsink won around $5,000. 

As well as paying the largest 
motocross purses to the riders, Trippe- 
Cox has not ignored the needs of the 
spectator. A big problem in the past 
has been the poor quality of the food 
offered the public at the GP. They 
have tried in the past, but things 
haven't worked out as planned. Last 
year Trippe-Cox thought they had the 
food thing taken care of when Bob's 
Big Boy was contracted to cook at the 
race site. However, before the race the 
U.S. government said a big "NO" — 
the track site didn't meet certain 
health standards. This year there will 
be several very large self-contained 
catering trucks in an effort to bring 
top quality food to the track. Also, 
bleachers are being added зо 
spectators can sit and watch the action 
from a choice vantage point. The 
bleachers cost $3 a foot to put up and 
take down, and since the average 
person's sitting area is a little wider than 
12 inches the cost for a grandstand 
seat is $4. As you can see the bleachers 
are not a money making concession — 
they are there solely for spectator 
comfort. 

Art Scholl, world famous sky pilot 
will entertain during the intermission. 
While the mechanics are frantic in the 
pits changing tires, cylinders and 
assorted parts, watchers can kick-back 





and catch some “360° turns while 
doing four turns in the opposite 
direction" spins by the magician of the 
air. 

All in all, Carlsbad has always been 
the premier motocross events in the 
U.S. With the promoters out to make a 
good thing even better, nobody should 
miss this race! 


Heading the list of entrants will be 
current World Champion Roger 
DeCoster. Finland’s Heikki Mikkola, 
this year's point leader will be 
hand to try and stretch his lead over 
DeCoster. Mikkola has won World 
Championships in the 250cc and 500cc 
classes. This year he has switched to 
Yamaha to ride what he considers the 
most competitive bike in the Grands 
Prix. Heikki desperately wants to win 
the 500 Championship once again. He 
has always been an all-around 
sportsman. Besides the 250 title in 
1975 and the 500 title in '74, Heikki 
has been the Finnish National 
Champion in iceracing, snowmobile 
racing and motocross. The current 
point standings have Mikkola in front 
with 157, DeCoster with 124 in second 
and Wolsink third with 114. This year 
Mikkola wants the “big one” and 
nothing short will satisfy him. 


Carlsbad has been called a Gerrit 
Wolsink benefit. The Dutch dentist 
has won the last three Grands Prix at 
Carlsbad. Graham Noyce, the 19 year- 
old British flash will be representing 
the Maico factory along with veteran 
Adolf Weil and Herbrt Schmitz. The 
KTM factory has two riders with years 
of international experience behind 
them: Jaak Van Velthoven from 
Belgium and Willi Bauer from West 
Germany. Sweden has three entrants, 
Hakan Andersson on a Montesa, 
Bengt Abert on a four-stroke Yamaha 
and Arne Linfore on a Husqvarna. 
John Banks will ride a CCM to 
challenge Aberg for top four-stroke. 


The American favorite is Brad 
Lackey, who place second in last year's 
U.S. GP and who is currently fourth in 
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500cc World Championship points. 
Jim Pomeroy, who until this year 
contested the 250 Grands Prix, will be 
a rider to watch also. Tony DiStefano, 
Kent Howerton and Gary Semics from 
the United States Motocross des 
Nations team will be on the gas and 
could do very well this year. Bob 
Hannah and Marty Smith, Yamaha 
and Honda's hope for the future are 
always very quick. Gaylon Mosier, will 
be racing in his backyard, and has to 
be one of the fastest open bike riders at 
the Carlsbad track. Rex Staten and 
Marty Tripes will be on Harley: 
Davidsons and if the bikes hold up 
might surprise a lot of people. 

With entries like these and more, 
the 1977 U.S. round of the World 
Championship will be the best racing 
ever in the States. 


Now, to stick our neck out and give 
some predictions: 

For top European, Mikkola will be 
tough, DeCoster's Carlsbad bad luck is 
bound to end soon, but Wolsink likes 


the big pay checks. Our vote goes to 
Gerrit Wolsink, the three-time winner 
of Carlsbad. 

Top American could be Tommy 
Croft, Gaylon Mosier, Gary Semics, 
Marty Smith, Bob Hannah, Tony D, 
Rex Staten or Jim Pomeroy. (What a 
list of riders!) Our vote in this group 
goes to Brad Lackey. After switching 
to Honda for 1977, Brad has been very 
fast and doing a fantastic job in 
Europe. 

And in a easy choice, our top 
European/American vote goes to 
Pierre Karsmakers. 

For the first overall we predict Brad 
Lackey. Gerrit Wolsink, Roger 
DeCoster, Marty Smith and Heikki 
Mikkola will round out the top five. 

Sign-in for riders will be at J.C. 
Penney's in the Plaza Camino Real 
Shopping Center. The center is 
located east of the San Diego Freeway, 
Take Highway 78 to the Escondido 
exit. From 10:00 a.m. 'til noon you 
can watch the weigh-in and hit your 
favorite star up for an autograph.

Roeseler/ Johnson, Team Husky 
win Baja Internacional 


By Dale Brown 


ENSENADA, B.C., MEX., JUNE 10 
he team of Larry Roe- 
seler and Jack Johnson 
led a Team Husqvarna 
1-2-3 overall sweep of 
SCORE' Baja Internacional. The 
winning duo posted a time of eight 
hours, 32 minutes, 15.2 seconds, four 
minutes faster than second place and 
28 minutes in front of the first four- 
wheeler. 

Second place went to Brent 
Wallingsford and Scot Hardin, who 
started first and finished first, but fell 
short on elapsed time. A.C. Bakken 
and Bob Rutten completed the sweep. 
All three teams were mounted on 390 
CRs under the direction of Dean 
Goldsmith. 

Bruce Ogilvie (Dale's Modern Cycle 
250 H-D) certainly deserved the 
“Ironman” trophy for riding the 423- 
mile event solo and winning Class 21 
by a 13-minute margin. Mitch Payton 
and Jeff Kaplan (Anaheim Sportcycle 
125 Hus) picked up Class 20 honors, 
while Dick Vick and John Watkins 
(390 Hus) won Class 38. 

The first bike left Ensenada at 6:15 
a.m. Hardin was the first rider to 
leave; he and Wallingsford broke trail 
for the rest of the race. The Class 22 
bikes (over 25lcc) started first and 
Tom Brooks on the Brooks/Bob 
Balentine KTM Imports 400 KTM 
moved quickly to second. 

The first part of the course ran 
through Ojos Negros to the first check 
at El Rayo, 45 miles from the start. 
The race was started under 
threatening skies and there were many 





patches of fog and mist betwen the 
start and Ojos Negros and just past 
Ojos Negros, playing hell with goggles. 

Roeseler and Bakken were among 
the last Class 22 bikes to start, both 
getting underway about 14 minutes 
after Hardin. 

After leaving El Rayo, the racers 
headed almost due south to Nuevo, 
where most teams elected to change 
riders. The course was laid out in what 
looked on paper to be a drunken 
figure-eight. Almost all the top teams 
rode the race in quarters, changing at 
Nuevo, El Chinero and Valle de 
Trinidad or El Rodeo. 

By the time they hit Nuevo, 

Roeseler had moved up to third overall 
physically. Larry had the fastest time 
of the day to El Rayo: 48 minutes. 
(Malcolm Smith was only one minute 
slower in a buggy.) 
Just past Nuevo, in a section of 
virgin desert, Balentine got lost, losing 
10 minutes and dropping from second 
to sixth. It was also after Nuevo that 
riders hit one of the most difficult 
parts of the course, “The Summit.” 
Reaching an elevation of 4,000 feet, 
the Summit included a 150-yard, 
boulder-strewn downhill. The 
motorcyclists reported. no problem 
with it, but one of the myriad SCORE 
classes is for stock VWs. 

Heading north in the direction of 
Laguna Salada, Rutten seized his 
Husky twice but continued on. From 
there the course swung back to a 
southernly heading, past gas pits at 
Tres Pozos (where some gas crews 
arrived too late to pit their riders), 
past Check Three (167 miles from the

Scot Hardin was first rider out. 


Start) to the second rider change at El 
Chinero. Hardin took over from 
Wallingsford, their bike still running 
trouble-free. Johnson came in on a flat 
front tire, which was changed before 
Roeseler took over. 

At Check Four, near the fishing 
village of San Felipe on the Sea of 
Cortez, Hardin had an 11-minute lead 
on  Roeseler. With the start 
differential, it meant that Roeseler 
and Johnson had a three-minute lead 
at the halfway point. 

In Class 21, Ogilvie hit Check Four 
15 minutes in front of the runners-up, 
Rick Finger and Ric Secor (European 
Sport Cycles 250 Hus). Ogilvie got a 
brief rest while a flat was replaced, 
then took off again. Right behind the 
Finger/Secor team, and ahead on time 
were Tom Kelly and Mike Johnston on 
a KTM Imports 250 KTM. 

Payton, riding the lead 125, arrived 
at the midway point with a 12% 
minute actual lead over Steve Rion 
ind Scott Pfieffer (Yamaha Mission 
iejo 125 Yam). 
| Past San Felipe, the course went 
ph through the long and dusty 
aguna Diablo (Diablo Dry Lake). 
Bakken took the third-running Husky 
across the lake at full tilt with no 
problems, despite Rutten’s earlier 
eizure. Just past Laguna Diablo, 
Payton crashed while going up a long 
sandwash. The throttle stuck open and 
Payton was unable to make it back to 
the. bike before the engine seized. 
Payton managed to get the bike 
restarted and walked alongside it for 
half a mile through the wash before 
putting any load on the engine. 
The course went through the San 
Matais pass and headed into Check 
Five at Mike's Sky Rancho. From there 
was up to Valle de Trinidad and El 
Rodeo. It was in this area that Finger 
an out of gas. "I tried pushing it, 
decided that wasn't going to work, 
tried running and that wasn't going to 
ork. I saw Kelly coming and I stuck 
but my thumb and pointed at the bike. 
e stopped, said ‘get on!’ and we 
booked to the pits. I don't know if I 
would have done it for him... but now 
owe him,” said Finger the day after 
he race.

If you have a cold and starid 
behind one of these super bikes, it is 
guaranteed to clear your head at once! 

These big bikes have one drawback 
— they are heavy. All that power does 
no good unless the rider can manage 
to keep both tires on the ground and 
maintain forward motion. That's 
where power can sometimes backfire. 

There were plenty of backfires 
today. So many of the bikes flew into 
the air that the crowd began to wonder 
if some wouldn't actually sprout wings, 
“Start a pot for the best crash,” yelled 
an excited onlooker.

Championship/Camel Pro Series Full 
House Classic half mile at the 
Delaware State Fairgrounds Saturday 
night. 

The follow-the-leader affair set the 
cast for the winner's circle from the 
third lap of the 20-lap National with 
Harley teamster Jay Springsteen taking 
second followed by the KK 
Insurance/KK Supply/F&S Special 
Harley of Steve Morehead. 

"Hey, I feel so good now that it's 
hard to explain," said an obviously 
very happy Boody in the post race 
press conference. "All I thought about 
during the race was beating Jay. I 
knew if I did that I would also take 
over the points lead. I did both and I 
can’t ask for much more.” Ted then 
added, “I don’t plan on giving up the 
point lead without a fight.” 

Kenny Roberts was almost a no- 
show at Harrington. Roberts, in one of 
his rare non-National apperances, 
chose the short track at Granite City, 
Illinois as the place to give his body 
and short tracker some extra racing 
time. Unfortunately, bad luck was 
riding with him. A. rider crashed in 
front of him in his heat leaving 
Roberts. nowhere. to. go. He crashed, 


spraining the thumb, little and ring 
finger of his left hand. “I was going to 
give this National a miss to give the 
hand a chance to heal, but hell, I 
haven't ever missed a National before 
and I didn’t want to start now.” 
Roberts placed seventh in his heat 
riding with the hand literally taped to 
the hand grip. (Having the use of only 
two fingers to grip with, he wrapped 
his already heavily-taped hand and 
hand grip with tape sticky side out to 
give him enough grip to hang on. -The 
idea worked, but left him unable to 
strip his tear-offs off. That and the 
fact that his chassis wasn’t hooking up 
worked heavily on his decision to 
scratch from his semi.

Springer chose the outside 
(grandstand) pole position and rode 
the high line through turns one-two 
while the rest of the field followed last 
years winner Corky Keener on the 
groove. Keener led across the line with 
Springer, Boody, Morehead and Hank 
Scott behind. 

Both Boody and Springer got past 
Keener on lap two as Corky drifted just 
a hair off the groove in turn two. 
Corky got back past Springer in turn 
three, with Springer taking second 
back on the start-finish line. As the 
pair entered turn one on lap three, 
Springer moved from his high line 
down to the groove shutting the door 
tight on Keener. “Jay cut it a little too 
close,” said Keener afterwards, “and it

highside or lay it down and avoid an 
accident.

Only Hank Scott made any 
significant moves through the pack 
coming from 10th on lap one to fourth 
on lap seven dropping Mike Kidd to 
fifth. The narrowness of the groove 
and the deep and bumpy cushion kept 
everyone on the groove from the 
halfway flags on with only Gary Scott 
("The bike just wouldn't hook up in 
the corners.") moving up to eighth 
when Garth Brow slid off the groove. 
Keener slipped into 13th position three 
laps from the flag. 

Steve Storz, Boody's tuner, began a 
crazy dance of happiness over his and 
Ted's first National victory as a team 
when the checkers came out. Steve 
hopped on the back of the bike after 
Ted's cool off lap and the pair 
screamed "Number One, the next 
champ," and Boody's gonna do it" 
while working their way to the winner's 
circle where Steve got a champagne 
shampoo.

French World Championship Road Race 
Baker's gas cap opens, 


Sheene wins 900cc

LE CASTELLET, FRANCE, MAY 29 
Another win for Barry Sheene, 
another giant step towards his 
retention of the 500cc world 
title; that's the story of the Fren- 
ch Grand Prix. 100,000 en- 
thusiasts went home from the 
Paul Ricard circuit asking 
whether there is anyone who can 
stop Sheene and Suzuki this season. 

American Steve Baker, fastest in 
practice on the works Yamaha, was 
ahead of Sheene for half of the race 
until his petrol tank cap sprung open, 
throwing fuel on his visor. While he 
struggled to clear it, Sheene rocketed 
past to take command. 

Baker was never back in the hunt 
but even so Barry's victory wasn't easy, 
for veteran Italian Giacomo Agostini 
on a four-cylinder Yamaha came 
through from last away to chase the 
British boy over the line. 

But the result was never in doubt 
despite Ago's record-breaking efforts. 
Baker was third, and he's now 20 poin- 
ts behind Sheene in the championship 
chase with six more rounds to go. 

Sheene's super ride overshadowed 
another excellent performance from 
Steve Parrish on the other Texaco 
Heron Suzuki. He was sixth home 
among top class opposition. 





Britain's other chances of victory at 
this five-race Grand Prix were dashed 
in the 250cc event when Barry Ditch- 
burn on the factory Kawasaki tumbled 
for the second week in succession 
when lying second behind his Japanese 
teammate Kiyohara. Barry wasn't 
hurt, but shortly after Kawasaki had 
another blow when Kiyohara's engine 
stopped with a broken crankshaft. 

That should have given Mick Grant 
a debut victory on the little Kawasaki. 
He had been closing on the leading 
pair at more than a second a lap until 
the leaders stopped, but with the race 
in his pocket the Yorkshireman's chain 
snapped. 

South African Jon Ekerold went on 
to win his first Grand Prix with fellow 
countryman Alan North second and 
Australian Vic Soussan third. Tom 
Herron was seventh home and holds 
third in the world championship table.

When Baker's petrol cap sprung 
open, liberally sprinkling the 
American, and Sheene close behind, it 
didn’t help Barry's digestive worries. 

. Baker eased up to wipe his oily visor, 
Sheene swept through, and from then 
on the little American never had a 
chance of regaining his lead. But Ago 
was still on his way, up to fourth spot, 
with eight laps still to go, and he 
rapidly closed on the leaders, until 
Sheene was given the news that his 
lead was down to eight seconds.

CARLSBAD, CA, JUNE 12 

Fritz Schlegal (Mai) got out first 
as the gate went down to begin 
the 500 Pro race. Following 
Schlegal was Top Shelf rider Dan- 
ny Steele (Yam), Moto-Meister- 
sponsored Dale Anderson (Mai), Mark 
White (Hus), and another Top Shelf 
Yamaha rider Scott Montgomery. Jeff 
Vidic (Yam) and John Ormuth (Yam) 
rode the next places. Schlegal was the 


leader for three laps. Anderson then 
blasted by both Steele and Schlegal for 


the lead. Wayne Boyer (Yam) worked 
his way from the back of the action to 
fifth by the sixth lap. On lap seven he 
bumped Schlegal-back and took over 
fourth.

Dallas Baker Kawasaki rider Kevin 
Rodgers (KTM) came rocketing 
around the first turn ahead of the 
other riders to take the lead in the 250 
Pros. Gerry Stewart (Yam), Vidic and 
Steve Rhyan (KTM) were ahead of 
Doug Southward (Yam). Vidic took 
the lead in the second lap as he and 
Rodgers came into the hairpin turn 
bar-to-bar. McKee's Cycle Parts pride 
and joy Rocky McKee moved into fifth 
behind Rhyan. This is one of the first 
race McKee has ridden since he 
crashed a while back and tweaked his 
shoulder and arm.

little shaken. Johnson brought the 
winning bike in at 3:01, for a time four 
minutes faster.

By 
checkpoint two the riders had already 
passed through the first special test of 
the day. On the third gas checkpoint 
the Penton crew got word that Carl 
Cranke's Penton had seized. The bike 
“just started to ping and quit. Carl 
thinks it was the gas we used," 
explained the pit crew. Carl later put 
the failure in its proper perspective: 
"After 30-some straight gold medals I 
finally broke, now I can start on 
another 30.” 

15 minute early arrivals were not 
uncommon at the checks. Several 
riders in each class zeroed the checks 
all day. This made the motocross 
special test at the end of the day the 
most important event of the weekend. 


After nearly 180 miles the riders had 
to contend with three-lap, eight-rider 
races around the extremely dusty 
track. Some riders had to wait longer 
than an hour before their turn on the 
track. During the time they waited a 
light breeze blew the dust from the 
track all over them. 

Frank Gallo put to good use his 
Florida Winter-AMA Series motocross 
experience. He ran away and hid from 
the pack in his moto. Bikes with 
primary kick had a definite advantage 
as any rider after second place had a 
hard time seeing the track through the 
dust. John Fero placed second to Gallo 
in the Open class after Saturday's 
totals were posted, 10 seconds back. 
Barry Higgins gassed his Maico to 
third at the end of day one only 13 
seconds off the lead. 

In the 350 class Gary Yonkins 
powered his Penton to lead Mike 
Hannon by 13 seconds. 

Larry Thompson was on top of the 
hotly-contested 250s. Mark Deyo was 
only four seconds behind with Tom 
Penton back only nine. Bill Uhl 
rounded out the top four just 17 
seconds off the pace. Max Markowitz 
was running a strong race when he 
completely missed a turn off a high- 
speed dirt road into the trail. Max 
was passing another rider and both of

them missed the arrows for the sharp 


turn. "They should have ribbons for 
such a sharp turn. I ended up going 
through a security check twice!" Max 
said. About the course markings, 
Frank Gallo said, “Little things have 
been getting in my way in the past few 
races. A wheel at Trask, another time 
an ignition. I took my time to check 
out every arrow. There was so much 
dust on the road you had to.” 

Yamaha took the top two places in 
the 250 class. Larry Thompson led 
wire-to-wire. Larry finished the first 
day on zero then followed it up on 
Sunday with a consistent ride to take 
the honors. Mark Deyo placed second 
only seven points back, then in third 
was Tom Penton a mere five seconds 
behind Deylo. 

In a tight race all weekend the 175 
victory went to Rod Bush on a Penton. 
Only four points behind after two days 
was Dan Leimbach also on a Penton 
and another’three points saw Yamaha 
mounted Alan Deyo in third. 

Penton and Ted Leimbach took the 
125 win ahead of Hercules’ Mike 
Rosso. Robert Strode finished third on 
a Honda. 


Mark Deyo was impressed with the 
course as a whole. “There were a lot of 
roads but they had to have them to get 
to the trails. Once you got to the trails 
they were really worth it” he said. 

Sunday's start time was moved up 
one hour. The course was run 
backwards and shortened about 20 
miles. Still, the times between the 
checks had to be lengthened because 
of the added difficulty. 


Not too many riders found it 
difficult to zero Sunday's checks 
either. One exception was Kevin 


LaVoie of Team Penton. During the

True to his word, Kevin came to check 
one on his minute. He made up close 
to 10 minutes in the first section! By 
checkpoint two he was a comfortable 
13 minutes early! 

Because of the dust problem on 
Saturday the MX special test was 
changed. On Sunday a grass meadow 
with four jumps was used in addition to 
the regular track. | his time, however, 
there was no practice lap and each 
rider started off by himself. This was a 
great improvement over Saturday. 

Al Baker had a open class Yamaha 
entered but couldn't make it in time 
from Baja to race. Bike #164 spent the 
weekend in the impound area. e.

Burleson wins Trask Two Day 
Seventh-annual Trask Mountain 
International Two Day Trial

McMINNVILLE, OR, JUNE 4/5 
bout the same time the 

Portland Trail Blazers 

were performing their 

version of "Blazer- 
mania"-upon the Philadelphia 76's in 
the NBA Championships in Portland 
30 miles to the North, Dick Burleson 
was turning his own type of "mania" 
upon the competition in the Motocross 
Special Test, the concluding event of 
the Trask Two-Day Qualifier. 

The weekend started out poorly for 
the 200+ entrants as continuing rain 
made riding conditions wet and 
sloppy. The mud contributed to the 
attrition and less than 100 riders 
finished the 350-mile course. 

At 7:00 a.m. Saturday morning, it 
was still raining as the first riders 
pushed their bikes to the starting line 
through a sea of mud. Some machines 
were hesitant to start after sitting out 
overnight in the muddy impound area 
selected by the Trask Mountain-M.C., 
and brought 60 penalty points to their 
unlucky owners. The course ran right 
through downtown McMinnville 
where the natives didn’t seem at all put 
out. Then west up Baker Creek Road 
(where Smokey was taking pictures) 
towards Trask Mountain. Soon the 
course left the road onto one of the 
many trails which cut through the 
area. Speed averages were lowered 
somewhat to compensate for the 
weather. The riders were soon fighting 
slop as the course proved challenging 
with mud holes and slippery hills to get 
up and down. One trouble spot was a 
downhill on pavement which led into a 
known control. It was so slippery, 
about 20 riders lost it and slid down 
the hill right through the check. 

The speed averages picked were 
reasonable, though, and most of the 
good riders didnt have too much 
trouble hitting the controls early. For 
riders less than ISDT caliber or "A" 


enduro status, the, course did get 
pretty hairy at times. By noon the field 
was reduced to half as riders quit. The 
wet and muddy conditions played 
havoc with electrical and carburetion 
systems. 

After check five. came the first 
special test. It was a fast balls-to-the- 
walls fireroad with one slippery hill 
and a mud hole to slow things down. 
The fast riders didn't like it, it was too 
fast. “Dangerous” said more than one 
rider. The uphill cost many riders 
precious seconds as the one-way-up rut 
momentarily bottlenecked with stuck 
riders. A giant mudhole had even 
some of the ISDT riders floundering. 
One star confessed that'he got stuck 
twice. The Course then looped over to 
Springer Mountain area and back! 
When the riders pulled up to the 
special test for the second time, they 
were afraid that they had gotten lost 
and were going around in circles. 
They weren't and got to run the same 
special test again. Surprisingly, the 
times didn't improve. 

By the end of Saturday's ride, the 
rain finally stopped coming down and 
the skies started to clear. The 
impound area looked sparse as the 
field was somewhat decimated. Many 
of the parked bikes were 
unrecognizable under the mud while 
the Team Yamaha bikes were 
surprisingly clean. It seems the course 
back through town ran right by the 
local Yamaha dealer and presto, a 
magic wand appeared and the mud 
disappeared! 

As the weary riders were relaxing 
under a welcome hot shower, the 
members of the Trask Mountain M.C. 
were at work scoring. When the first 
day results were posted, a few surprises 
were in store for the eager observers 
who had patiently waited for the 
results. Frank Gallo (Pen) was handily 
leading the Open class with a big lead 
over his competition. Burleson was 
fourth, 40 seconds down! Gallo had 
come close to the overall win at the 





Rose City, Michigan Two Day a 
couple of weeks prior and was 
obviously pumped for another try at 
the elusive win. Fort Hood winner Bob 
Messer (Mai) was sitting second and 
Team Yamaha's John Fero was third. 
Team Maico's Barry Briggs was doing 
well with his new, customized, 
expanded gas tank. He ran out of gas 
at the Rose City Qualifier and made 
sure it wouldn't happen again. The 
350 class was close with Carl Cranke 
(Pen) leading. Bultaco rep Mike 
Hannon by a scant three seconds. Gary 
Younkins (Pen) was third just 13 
seconds behind Hannon. Hannon had 
correctly predicted before the event 
that the big bores would be leading for 
the overall with their earlier numbers 
allowing them a better shot at the 
special tests before they got too sloppy. 

Tom Penton led the 250 class with 
823 points followed closely by Mark 
Deyo (Yam) with 830, Team Suzuki's 
Ted Worrell was third with 841, with 
ISDT veteran and new father Bill Uhl 
fourth at 844. The 175 class was a 
three-way contest with Hercules 
mounted Drew Smith holding a 
comfortable 30 second lead over Dane 
Leimbach (Pen). Rod Bush was third 
after falling down twice in the special 
tests. "Not to worry' commented 
Bush, "I'm bad-ass in making it up on 
Sunday." 

Another Penton-mounted 
Leimbach, Ted, had a substantial 
lead in the 125 class over Husky rep 
Greg Davis, 847 to 897. 

Dick Burleson went to bed knowing 
Sunday he would have to substantially 
improve his scores over the 
competition if he wanted the overall. 

Sunday dawned bright and clear 
with the forecast for hot weather, in 
the 80s. Many of the riders left their 
riding jackets off anticipating the hot 
muggy weather which awaited them 
deep in the woods. The speed averages 
were raised considerably, tightening 
up things. The pit crews were off on 
their way to various locations in the 
mountains. Many of the teams were 
running “co-op” pits, since they didn’t 
have enough pit personnel to handle 
the gas stops. Team Suzuki pouring 
gas for Team Husky? Sure. As one

PUEBLO, CO, MAY 29 

Hot tempers, disputed race re- 
sults, and an eagerness to finish 
the last race left Rocky Mountain 
roadracers fatigued last fall as 
they packed their bikes away for 
winter. 

But winters are long and dreary in 
the Rocky Mountain region, and by 
the opening Mountain Roadracing 
Assn. (MRA) race at Pueblo 
Motorsport Park in Colorado on May 
29, all the old excitement had 
returned. Racers leapt from their vans 
before they'd stopped rolling to hug, 
shake hands, and B.S. with the rider 
who'd beaten them every race last 
year. 

For riders like Bruce Sass, who won 
five races at Pueblo, the winter had 
been a time of seasoning. Just back 
from a novice win at Road Atlanta, 
Sass finished as much as half a la 
ahead of second place in some of his 
races. The track, a fast, two-mile 
circuit, seems to be conducive to such 
spread-out racing, perhaps because 
the start is at the beginning of the 
quarter mile drag strip. 

But, in Middleweight Cafe, Sass 
found Tom Marquardt and his trick 
Honda 550 to be tough competition. 
Dicing it up in the closest race of the 
day, they changed leads often, and 
Sass took a decisive lead only in the 
ninth lap of the 10-lap race. 

New this year were cash prizes in 
each class, as well as champagne for 
each first place winner. In addition, 
contingency prizes were awarded by 
B&G leathers. 


A race of the day was added to the 
racing schedule. As the final race, it 
was a run-off between top riders in 
each of the previous races. 

25 new riders tried racing in the 
beginners' class.

Motorcycle Championship over 
Memorial Day weekend. The all 


lady event attracted racers from 
California, Arizona, Texas, Missouri, 
New York, South Carolina and 
Georgia. 

The 125 and 250 Expert Classes, for 
both Grand Prix and Motocross, 
found most of the women entering two 
classes bidding for the championship 
title and the lion's share of $2000. 

Saturday's event was a one-hour 
Grand Prix covering 314 miles of tight 
wooded trail, jeep road and the 
Cyclerama motocross course. The first 
race of the hot and muggy day was the 
125 Experts. Sue Fish, (from Monterey 
Park, Calif.), jetted her Yamaha from 
a dead-engine start to the first wooded 
section, leaving Johanna Stenersen 
and 14 of the best lady racers behind. 
Fish led the first 45 minutes of the 
race, building a 25-second lead over 
Stenersen, (San Clemente, Calif.), 
Linda Barnes of (Houston, Texas), 
and Rhe Helms (1000 Oaks, Calif.). 
Before her first lap crash, Terri 
Bender of Riverside, Calif. was hot on 
Fish's tail and was extremely upset 
about losing her shot at the Champ. 
Barnes finished fourth. 

In the last part of the hour the 
question was gas consumption between 
Fish’s Yamaha and Helm's Suzuki. 
Helms had passed Stenersen in the 
river-bottom section, and had 
narrowed Fish's lead. Fish roared into 
the pits, gas cap in hand, but the gas 
stop was all Helms needed to take the 
lead and hang on to the finish. 
Stenersen also passed in the pits to take 
second with Fish third. 

In the 250 Expert Class it was the 
same WFO pace between the front 
runners minus Helms, who only ran 
the 125 Class. Fish gained the lead 
from the start followed by Stenersen 
and Barnes. Fish looked determined 
not to repeat her 125 finish and set a 
5:25 lap time in the early going. The 
hot lap times were too much for 
Stenersen, who  over-ran several 
corners trying to keep the Fish in sight. 
At the end of the hour it was Fish with 
a 90-second lead, followed by dust- 
covered Stenersen and Barnes. 

Liz Power (Columbia,  Calif.), 
Pamela Montague (Tustin, Calif.), 
and Kathy Holmns (Houston, TX.) 
took the honors in the 125 Novice, 125 
Amateur and  Mini-Cycle support 
classes. 

The battle in the 125 and 250 
Expert Grands Prix set the stage for 
the motocross on Sunday. Most of the 
experts rode two hours of GP races 
Saturday and were looking at two 30- 
minute motos on the rough Cyclerama 
track on Sunday. The 125 Expert saw 
a repeat of Saturday's races, but this

time Stenersen got the holeshot and 
led the first two laps. Fish worked her 
way through the pack to be on 
Stenersen's back fender by the end of 
the first lap, then taking the lead when 
Stenersen fell in the last corner on the 
third lap. Patricia ^ Jacques, 
(Columbia, South Carolina), was close 
enough to the dynamic duo to take 
over second when Stenersen fell and 
that was the way the first moto 
finished — Fish, Jacques .and 
Stenersen. 

In the second moto Stenersen again 
got the holeshot, but Fish was right 
with her. For 20 minutes it was was 
wheel-to-wheel and corner-to-corner. 
Sue Fish got by Stenersen only to have 
Stenersen blast her off a turn to regain 
the lead. Then Stenersen fell (in the 
same corner where she had previously 
slid during the first moto) giving Fish 
an unexpected break and a good 
margin of lead. In Stenersen's catch- 
up attempt, the 30-minute moto, the 
heat and Saturday's two hours of GP 
plus the 1:45 lap time of Fish (only 
seven seconds off the track record), all 
totaled up to disaster in the same last 
corner. Stenersen fell again, loading 
up her bike, too tired to get restarted. 
Her pit crew finally took the bike away 
from her and called it a race. Fish 
went on to win the 125 overall, with 
Patricia Jacques second and Ronna 
Tyler (Big Spring, Texas) third. 

The 250 Expert was again a repeat 
of the dynamic duo battling it out 
from start to finish. Stenersen seemed 
to have the starts down getting the 
holeshots each moto only to have Fish 
hot on her rear wheel. It was nip 
and tuck the whole time with only a 
slight mistake by either to take the 
lead. Stenersen's break in the first 
moto came when the two were passing 
slow riders. One fell, causing Fish to 
momentarily slow down and lose the 
fast line. Fish dropped back to fourth 
giving Stenersen a chance to build up 
a lead. But that unlucky last corner 
took out Stenersen again. If it had not 
been for the lead she had built up after 
Fish's problem, Johanna would have 
seen Fish out in front again after she 
had moved back up to second place. 

Stenersen put it all together in the 
250 after her 125 showing to win both 
motos. But she had pressure from Sue 
Fish during 50-minutes of the 60- 
minutes of racing. 

At day's end the two fastest lady 
racers came to a split decision. Sue 
Fish took the 125 Championship and 
Johanna Stenersen took the 250 
Championship. 

As for the overall World Title, Sue 
Fish came out one point ahead of 
Johanna Stenersen in the two days of 
competition. e

crew member said, "People forget, but 
when we're over in Europe, it's US vs. 
the world." 

Things seemed to be going smoothly 
when word filtered into check five that 
Frank Gallo's rear wheel was in dire 
need of spokes. With a special test 
located between check four and five, 
the pit personnel were buzzing with 
anticipation. When minute four 
appeared on the flip cards at check 
five, and no riders had appeared, the 
worrying started, Riders lost? Was the 
section too tough to maintain the 
averages? Or was the key time 
miscalculated? Finally the 
unmistakable roar of a big-bore two- 
stroke came down the hill and in came 
Burleson who was riding on minute 
nine! He was the first rider in! Dick 
pitted before the check as normal. 
However, many of the pit crews had 
already moved their rider's gas beyond 
the check to let their riders check in 
before gassing. Finally riders started to 
trickle in and were astounded to find 
themselves late. Very few riders made 
the check on time. Obviously 
something was wrong. Burleson was 
delighted with the turn of events and 
his making the check on time seemed 
to pysch out his competition. 

Then Gallo came in, late. His rear 
wheel was missing many of the spokes 
and the rim had obviously come to 
grief with a rock or log as it was very, 
very flat. Up the trail out of the check, 
Gallo came upon a Penton wheel and 
pulled off into the woods for a quick 
change. However, for some reason the 
“found” wheel wouldn't fit and after a 
long delay, Frank rode on with his 
original wheel wobbling, in danger of 
collapsing. 

The course ended outside of 
McMinnville at the Mulkey MX track 
where the final special test would take 
place. Riders would run in motos of 10 
riders each as they clocked in at the 
finish. The first moto lineup included 
most of the Open class contenders, 
including Burleson, Messer, Briggs, 
Carter, Fero and local MX hero Ken 
Maahs. When Burleson found out 
about Gallo's rear wheel problem, he 
knew he had an excellent chance to 
capture the overall. 

After a practice lap around the 
course, Dick decided to tape on a tear- 
off lens over his glasses. A mud hole on 
the back side of the track along with 
the knowledge he would get a slow 
start due to his having to be off the 
bike to kick it over probably had a 
little bit to do with his decision. The 
start of the moto had the primary kick 
Yamahas of John Fero and Chris Carter 
getting the holeshot while Burleson 
predictably got off ninth. However, 
Burleson wasted no time in cutting 
through the field picking off riders at 
every turn until he was fifth halfway 
through the first lap. Dick swept past 
Maico riders Barry Briggs and Bob 
Messer, both very good motocrossers 
and set his sight on Chris Carter who 
was now leading. Carter wanted the 
moto win bad but a failing rear brake 
slowed him.slightly and Burleson 
swept by and into the lead before the 
end of the first lap! He just wasn't to be 
denied. Dick then proceeded to stretch 
out a led that grew each lap until he 
held an estimated 20-second bulge at 
the end. The moto ended with 
Burleson first, Carter second, Messer 
third, and Briggs fourth. 

Moto two looked to decide the 350 
class with all three contenders heads 
up, Cranke, Hannon and Younkins. 
At the start Younkins shot to the lead 
while Hannon and Cranke took 
multiple kicks to get going. Hannon 
got off to a little better start than 
Cranke and both moved rapidly 
through the field, until they were 
running second and third. Younkins 


was gone, with a comfortable lead. 


- Hannon was holding off a pressur 


Cranke until a slower rider knocked 
Hannon down just before the finish 
and Cranke got by. Hannon got up 
and finished third, livid with rage. He 
thought the slower rider, Penton- 
mounted Tom Reese, was deliberately 
blocking for Cranke and Younkins. 
Hannon had angry words with Reese 
and for a moment, it looked like 
punches would be thrown. Mike re- 
injured the arm that was hurt at the 
Greenhorn when he went down. Reese 
apologized but claimed he wasn’t 
blocking and Hannon cooled off. The 
collision turned out to be costly as 
Mike ended up third behind Cranke 
and Younkins, just two seconds back of 
Younkins. Mike's teammate, Ben 
Bower, also had some terrible luck 
when his Bultaco fouled a plug on the 
last lap. By the time Ben changed the 
plug, his gold medal was long gone. 

Al Baker, on an IT 400 Yamaha, 
had the misfortune to crash in the 
mud hole and was coated with mud 
from head to toe. Desert ace Terry 
Davis was circulating at a fairly fast 
clip but did miss a berm now and 
then. 

It looked like Burleson now had a 
lock on the overall and class win but 
Frank Gallo had a point to make. 
Frank limped into the finish and lined 
up for his moto. When he was done, 
he had bettered Burleson'’s moto time 
by two seconds, broken rear wheel and 
all! 

Bad luck department: Lars Larson 
(Mai) rear sprocket bolts sheared 
off 15 miles from the finish; Kevin 
LaVoie (Pen) Muffler came apart, 
engine wouldn't run; Earl Law (Oss) 
— Flat tires; Roy Cook (Pen) — Rear 
shock mounts broke, still finished on 
silver. 

Results were delayed as there was 
indecision on what to do about check 
five on Sunday where the majority of 
the riders were late. The decision was 
finally made by Al Eames after 
consulting with the club and other 
personnel to add four minutes to the 
riders' times at the check. Apparently 
the mileage was figured wrong and it 
was three miles longer to the check 
than the club figured when computing 
the key times. In an adjustment 
situation, everyone will not be satisfied 
but something had to be done or most 
of the riders would. lose their gold. 

When the results were finally 
computed, Dick Burleson reigned as 
king of the Open class and the overall 
with a score of 1732. Only Frank Gallo 
might have seriously challenged Dick. 
John Fero took second with a 1781. 
Carl Cranke took the 350 class win, 
while Tom Penton edged Mark Deyo 
(Yam) by just five seconds to maintain 
the Penton hold on the 250 class. Max 
Markowitz put in a great Sunday ride 
to move up from seventh to third. 

The 175 class turned out to be close 
with Drew Smith taking the win but 
only by four seconds. Rod (Bad-ass) 
Bush made up a huge deficit to tie 
Dane Leimbach for second just four 
seconds back of Smith! Dane's brother 
Ted won the 125 class handily as Greg 
Davis had some problems which 
dropped him to third. Can-Am- 
mounted Bob Pearce took second. @
